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In 1954, there were 563 reported cases of psittacoSis,
about 200 of which resulted from contact with turkeys in poultry
processing plants. The remainder were predominantly infec-
tions from parakeets. None of the cases in 1955 to date have
been reported to have occurred as a resultof contact with tur-
keys. The final total for 1955 is not expected to exceed the
number in 1954 associated with psittacine birds.

For the first 45 weeks of 1955, large numbers of cases
have been reported in the following States: California, 33; Min-
nesota, 26; Illinois, 24; New York, 17; Wisconsin, 18; Idaho,
15; Pennsylvania, 12; and New Jersey, 10.

Typhoid fever has been reported in all sections of the
country since January 1,1955. However, almost a fourth of all
the cases have been reported in 3 States—Texas with171; Ken-
tucky, 102; and Pennsylvania, 95, Cases in these States as well
as in others have been scattered throughout the year and there
has been no concentration of cases affecting the general popu-
lation, No outbreaks have been reported from these States,
and only small family outbreaks, affecting at most2 and 3 per-
sons, were reported from the other States.

A marked decrease in the incidence of poliomyelitis was
reported this week, from 628 cases last week to 469. Part of
this reduction may be due to the fact that a holiday fell on the
last day of the reporting week,

States reporting 18 or more cases (last week’s figures in
parentheses) are as follows: California, 87 (48); Massachusetts,
43 (67); New York, 40 (98); Wisconsin, 40 (45); Ohio, 26 (33);
Washington, 23 (26); Oregon, 20 (22); Kentucky, 18 (7); and
Texas, 18 (33),

The Poliomyelitis Surveillance Unit, Public Health Service
Communicable Disease Center, reports that the total number
of accepted cases of paralytic poliomyelitis among vaccinated
persons is 304, Nonparalytic cases total 762.

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS

Psittacosis

Dr. Daniel Bergsma, New Jersey Department of Health,
reports 3 confirmed cases of psittacosis and 2 suspect cases,
The cases were allin one family—the mother, and 2 of the chil-
dren, aged 6 and 8, The suspect cases were in 2 daughters
aged 2 and 4, but serum samples have not yet been tested,
Early in October the entire family, except the father, began
having respiratory complaints, pneumonitis, fever, and cold
symptoms. Two parakeets, which the family had purchased in
May from a local pet shop, died 9 days after the onset of il11-
nesses among the patients. These birds have been submitted
for virus studies,
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Week Ended November 12, 1955

Dr. Martin P, Hines, North Carolina State Board of Health,
has supplied information on 6 cases of psittacosis which oc-
curred in 6 counties of the State. All were confirmed by lab-
oratory tests, Three were definitely associated with parakeets.
One patient owns a parakeet, but it has never been sick and is
well at present. The only other birds this patient has been in
contact with are peacocks belonging to a neighbor. One patient
had no direct contact with birds, but had cleanedabird feeding
box in her yard and a bird shelf on the window sill. The sixth
patient had been ill in 1952, and the illness was presumptive
psittacosis, but no complement fixation tests for the disease
were made, At that time she owned a parakeet which was later
given away. At present, the patient has had no contact with
birds, except possibly doves inthe surrounding area, and chick-
ens which are kept in her backyard. On the day she became {ll,
she had dressed several chickens for her home freezer. If
available, tissues of the frozen chickens will be examined for
psittacosis virus.

Dr. G. D. Wallace, Alabama Department of Public Health,
has supplied information on 2 cases of psittacosis in children,
2% and 10 years of age, respectively. Both had symptoms sug-
gestive of atypical pneumonia and were admitted to a hospital.
X-ray examinations showed spotty areas of infiltration in the
lung fields of both patients. The older girl was seriously ill,
but intensive antibiotic therapy led to recovery of both. Com-
plement fixationtiters of 1:64 and 1:256 were obtained on blood
drawn fromthe younger patient, but were negative for the other.
The only avian contact established was a neighbor’s parakeet.
The younger patient visited the neighbor’s house frequently,
and shortly before the onset of her illness, she assisted in the
burial of the parakeet that had been killed by a cat. The health
status and origin of the parakeet could not be determined.

Gastro-enteritis

Dr. J. D. Martin, Louisiana Department of Health, reports
an outbreak of gastro-enteritis among employees in a hospital.
No food was available for bacteriological examination. An in-
vestigation revealed that employees and patients were served
the same menu, except that carrots were served to patients
and lima beans to employees. None of the patients became ill.
The lima beans were prepared and served atthe previous eve-
ning meal. One pan of beans was left, and it was served to the
employees for lunch.

The San Diego County Department of Public Health reports
an outbreak of gastro-enteritis among persons who ate creamed-
filled pastries. The pastries were made by a commercial

'bakery. The ingredients were mixed by hand and the pastries

filled with a filler. The person who mixed the cream filling
had a blister on his hand, but no specimens from it were col-
lected. Specimens of filling from the filler showed hemolytic
staphylococci. A specimen from one patient revealed the same
organism.

The California Department of Public Health reports 2 out-
breaks of gastro-enteritis among workers who ate lunches in
the fields. In one of the outbreaks, all of the 300 persons be-
came ill from 4 to 7 hours after eating lunch. Lunches con-
sisted of 3 kinds of sandwiches-—bean, ‘‘chorizo’’ and egg, and
shredded beef. Bacteriological examination showed no con-
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tamination of the bean or ‘‘chorizo’’ and egg, but the shredded
beef was contaminated with a proteus type of organizm and para-
colon Bethesda-Bellerup group. An investigation revealed that
shredding of the beef was done by hand. Refrigeration facilities
were not available for large orders of meat, and sanitary con-
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ditions were poor in the kitchen where the sandwiches were pre-
pared. In the other outbreak, 42 persons became ill from 2 to
6 hours after eating chicken sandwiches, which probably re-
mained unrefrigerated for many hours, None of the sandwiches
were available for bacteriological examination.

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The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 108 major
cities of the United States by week for the current year, and, for
comparison, the median of the number of deaths reported for the
corresponding weeks of the 3 previous calendar years. (The
median is the central one of the three values arranged in order of
magnitude,) If a report is not received from a city in time to be
included in the total for the current week, an estimate is made to
maintain comparability for graphic presentation.

The figures reported represent the number of death certifi-
cates received in the vital statistics offices during the week
indicated, for deaths occurring in that city, Figures compiled in
this way, by week of receipt, usually approximate closely the
number of deaths ocgurring during the week. However, differences
are to be expected because of variations in the interval between

death and receipt of the certificate.

While week-to-week changes in the total number of deaths
reported for all major cities generally represent a change in
mortality conditions, this may not be true for variations in weekly
figures for each city. For example, in a city with 2 weekly
average of 50 deaths, the number of deaths occurring in a week
may be expected to vary by chance alone from 36 to 64 (d + 2Yd,
where d represents the average number of deaths per week).

The number of deaths in cities of the same size may also
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex composition
of their populations, and because some cities are hospital centers
serving the surrounding areas. Changes from year to year in the
number of deaths may be due in part to population increases or
decreases.
